Hike Posed 
In Woodside 


Woodside elementary school 
trustees this week are faced 
with the possibility of a siza- 
ble hike in the district’s oper- 
ating tax rate. 

According to preliminary 
budget figures released last 
week, the rate could rise as 
much as 64 cents for the 1963- 
64 term. Supt. Lester Larsen’s 
first budget presentation call- 
ed for expenses of $266,000 and 
a tax rate of about $2.65. The 
school district levied a $2.01 
tax nate this year to raise funds 
for a $242,000 budget. 

Larsen stressed that this is 
necessarily a preliminary fig- 
ure and could be reduced quite 
a bit. 

Main reason for the jump is 
the addition of four new teach- 
ers and an increase in the time 
of the music and Spanish 
teachers next year, according 
to Larsen. He said the new 
teachers are needed to staff a 
five-classroom wing now under 
construction.

Architect to Plan New Unit 


The motion made by trustee 
Wesley Pomedoy appointed 
the Porter firm to do the plan- 
ning for the whole proposed 
construction program.

Since the voters must. first 
approve the program by me 


of Schools Roderic V. Moore to 
apply for a no-interest federal 
planning loan. 

The loan money would fi- 
nance the Porter firm’s pre- 
liminary planning explorations 
which will lay the foundation 
for more intensive work if the 
public approves the project. 

If voters disapprove, the 
federal loan would not have to 
be repayed. 

Trustees were ready to ap- 
prove resolutions to apply 
for the loan but technical dif- 
ficulties cropped up. They 
will act on the resolutions at 
the July 1 board meeting. 

A resolution officially set- 
ting the election date as Oct. 
8 will also be ready by that 
time, Moore said.. 

Voters will be asked to auth- 
erize sale of bonds totalling 
about $850,000. The authoriza- 
tion will enable the district to 
bond itself to legal capacity — 
thus opening the door to state 
loans for school facility con- 
struction with no local increase 
in taxes, Moore has pointed 
out. 

The state also bases its form- 
ula for construction loans on 
the number of housing units 
being constructed in a school 
district at or near to the time 
of the election. 

Craig Snasdell, assistant 
superintendent for businss 
services, kept the board up 
to date on local construction 
trends — and found them 
moving steadily upward. 

As of May 31, there were a 
total of 651 housing units — 
most of them apartments — 
under construction and as yet 
unoccupied in the school dis- 
trict.

The acquisition of new infor- 


‘mation about human behavior 


by classifying laughter respons- 
es is the goal of a new project 
‘oy Dr. William Fry, of Menlo 
Park, practicing psychiatrist 
and research associate in the 
Mental Research Institute of 


ithe Palo Alto Medical Research 


Foundation. 


Dr. Fry, 1050 University 
Drive, has just been awarded 
$3500 from the small grant 
program of the National Insti- 
tute of Mental Health for “A 
Classification of Emotive 
Laughter Response.” 


The NIMH small grant pro- 
gram is designed to encourage 
research in the behavioral, bio- 
logical and medical sciences 
relevant to mental health. The 
grants are made for pilot or 
exploratory studies to deter- 
mine the feasibility of projects 
of larger scope. 


Dr. Fry defines “emotive 
laughter response” as the hu- 
man behavior resulting from 
the sensations of humor, 
amusement and mirth. This 
is distinct from laughter «s- 
sociated with other emotion- 
al states such as embarrass- 
ment, fear or anger. 

Dr. Fry believes that a class- 
ification of emotive laughter 
will have particular signifi- 
‘cance in several major areas. 

Among these is the scientific 
application of the tension-re- 
‘leasing aspects of human laugh- 
;jter, because emotive laughter 
springs from humor, one of 
man’s basic adautive mechan- 
isms. If it is feasible to meas- 
‘ure this emotive laughter re- 
sponse, it might be possible to 
‘ase the results in clinical and 
experimental personailty eval- 
uation procedures. 

The project will begin this 
summer and continue for a 
year. 

Dr. Fry will employ an inter- 
disciplinary approach in his 
‘study. Dr. Edith Trager ,asso- 
ciate professor of English, San 
Jose State College, has been 
‘retained as linguistics consult- 
ant.

Last week, Menlo Park city council agreed to take a 
stand against a proposal to erect high density housing in 
an unincorporated area between Menlo Park and Atherton. 
The development would have included so-called “town 
houses” in the form of two-story dwellings with common 
walls. 

The council was right to so object. Menlo Park and 
Atherton, as of today, certainly aren’t ready to have such a 
“citified” development planted in their midst. 

But pressure for such developments, or others more 
obnoxious, can be expected in the future. 

Several things are at work ‘o assure the latter. 

First, there’s the rising value of land. In the olden 
tyme, a person expected to buy a large lot. Land was 
cheap; he wanted privacy and was willing to pay a sum 
which in those days was pretty nominal, to get it. Nowa- 
days the average real estate buyer is willing to compromise 
on this, He may not be able to afford a big lot in town 
and doesn’t want to live in the country, so he buys a 
smaller lot. 

Then, there’s the change in peoples’ tastes. Believe it 
or not, a short 15 or 20 years ago the only kind of people 
who moved to Menlo Park were those interested in buying 
single-family homes. They liked the area because it looked 
like a nice one in which to raise children, have gardens, 
and generally indulge in suburban living. 

But that pattern changed. With the building-up of 
single-family residential land and the growing value of land 
in general, apartment building became the vogue. And it 
was found that lessees could be recruited who had no in- 
terest in gardening, who were willing to pay a premium for 
living “down town,” and who were willing to pay somebody 
else to do the upkeep of the establishment. 

It is possible that if we extend this recruiting, we can 
find people who are willing — nay, glad —to live in even 
more restrictive establishments. 

Or we can work out some sort of an alternative — such 
as this “town house” proposal would seem to be — in which 
we can cram more family living units into a smaller space. 

We can see the trends, but we don't like them. 


Time Will Tell Wisdom 
Of Road Bond Defeat 


Last week, a perfectly reasonable streets and highways 
bond proposition failed to get approval of the voters in San 
Mateo county. 

Last year, an equally reasonable tax proposal of the 
Menlo Park Elementary School District failed to get voter 
approval, and a cut-down measure had to be substituted 
earlier this year, before passage was possible. 

Up and down the state the same thing is happening, 
as more people come to feel that they can’t spend another 
dime in taxes. 

Unfortunately, the larger the government subdivision 
levying the taxes, the more remote it is and the less likely to 
change its policies because of public pressure. 

So while the federal government continues to tax and 
tax and spend and sperfl, the local political entities get their 
incomes regulated by the voters. 

On the state level, even, the tide is turning. As this is 
written there still has been no decision on how the state is 
going to go about raising additional money to see it through 
the next year. 

There’s a lesson in this. There is a limit to the per- 
centage of income most people will allow tax-supported 
agencies to take. 

But before we denounce the “government spenders,” 
let’s take an honest look at ourselves. 

Are we not forever demanding more governmental 
goods and services, including everything from modern de- 
fense hardware for the nation, to new recreation programs 
for the tots? Are we not willing to let government pay out 
the pensions, rather than maintain our parents in our own 
homes? And how many of us here are employed, either 
directly or indirectly, in defense industries or governmental 
establishments? 

It’s a problem. If you're going to cut taxes, youve 
got to give up some of the things youre used to, or forget 
about soine of the services you think you want. 

It’s a matter of deciding where the cuts are to be made. 

If you take this long look, you'll probably find that 
mistakes have been made in the past, in cutting the sup- 
port for some programs, while maintaining support fo: 
others. 

Education, for instance, is usually a pretty good bar- 
gain. Among other things it aims at, is the fact that if 


brings knowledge to people which might enrich them per- 
sonally, and their learned skills might lead to the develop- 
ment of new inventions and technologies which might 
create new jobs or even new industries. 

As for roads, it’s hard to tell at this point whether it 
was a good choice of something to do without. Only the 
next several years — with time wasted in traffic 
much inconvenience — will tell us that.

“Vote for every appropriation and against any raise 
in taxes,” he said. 

The mathematics of this escapes us, but it certainly 
has made many politicians popular.

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Truck Law Has Long History 


George Washington is said to 
have said something to the ef- 
fect that, if an unenforceable 
law is passed, the best way to 
get it repealed is to insist upon 
its most rigid enforcement. 

Presumably, the idiocy of the 
law will then be revealed, and 
if the governing body which 
passed the law in the first place 
remains unimpressed by this 
display, better heads will pre- 
vail. 

Thus it is that the city of 
Palo Alto’s truck ordinance is 
now under fire. The action to 
get it repealed might well be- 
come more insistent, if the or- 
dinance isn’t modified in the 
near future. 

Menlo Park is drawn into 
the thing, naturally, because 
Menlo Park two months ago 
adopted an “emergency” 
truck ordinance, to keep 
large carriers from using 
local streets while servicing 
Palo Alto business and in- 
dustry. 

June 5, some truck operators 
—namely, those of the Engi- 
neering and Grading Contrac- 
tors Association—decided to do 
something about it. 

They sent word to Menlo 
Park that some of their big 
vehicles were going to enter 
Menlo Park, via Middlefield 
Road, from Palo Alto. 

This would put them onto a 
section of the street where 
trucks of over three tons’ gross 
weight would be forbidden. 

The city, they announced, 
had the option of either citing 
the truck drivers, or explaining 
the new ordinance to them and 
asking them to turn around. 

The result is well known. 

A delegation of Menlo Park 
officers was on hand to recite 
the alternatives to the truck 
drivers, in time, form and man- 
ner required by law. 

The truck drivers who were 
in on this elected to turn 
around. 

Turning large trucks about 
in a narrow street requires a 
lot of skill and a certain 
amount of time and before 
the show was over, the driv- 
ers had generated a pretty 
magnificent series of traffic 
jams. 

They managed to time their 
show with the morning com- 
mute rush, so the maximum 
number of citizens at large 
would be impressed. 

The truck operators whe 
were in on the show were all 
from the Palo Alto area and it 
was the arbiters of Palo Alto 
policy who they wanted to im- 
press. 

Palo Alto’s truck ordinance 
calls for no cross traffic from 
Bayshore Highway to El Ca- 
mino Real from San Francis- 

quito Creek to San Antonio 
Road. 

The framers of this bit of 
legislative insipidity figured 


that other “through” traffic 
could go through Menlo 
Park, including that which 
serves downtown Palo Alto. 

But street maintenance and 
police problems occur in Menlo 
Park as well as Palo Alto and 
the Menlo Park council adopt- 
ed its ordinance. 

As Mayor William Lawson 
put it at the time, “trucks are 
essential to our way of life” 
and “all of us should shoulder 
our responsibilities in this mat- 
ter.” 

Many Palo Alto truck oper- 
ators apparently feel that the 
Palo Alto ordinance is t0o cost- 
ly to them to be allowed to 
continue to be in effect, so 
they’ve taken George  Wash- 
ington’s dictum to heart. 

Besides setting the stage for 
massive traffic jams while do- 
ing nothing illegal—in fact, 
while complying to the letter 
of the law—they have other 
weapons in their arsenal. 


25 Years Ago: 


‘Civil Defense’ 
Equipment 
Assembled 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


June 10, 1938: 


At 6 p.m. Wednesday, called 
by an emergency signal of 10 
blasts on the fire siren, Le- 
gionnaires began pouring into 
the firehouse to register and 
within a couple of hours with 
the cooperation of the fire and 
police departments, Red Cross, 
‘oy Scouts, Ladies’ Auxiliary 
the following had registered: 

American Legion Post 443, 
50 members, 53 cars, nine 
‘trucks. 

Ladies’ Auxiliary, 18 mem- 
bers, 10 cars. 

Veterans at large, 60. 

Boy Scouts, 12 members and 
equipment. 

Red Cross, three members 
including chairman and equip- 
ment. 

Fire department and first 
aid station, 19 members, five 
trucks, four cars, two radio 
equipped. 

Police department, four 
members, cars and motorcycle, 
radio equipped. 

Water company — gas com- 
pany, full equipment, one am- 
bulance and all equipment. 


The writer recalls an early 
truck ordinance in Palo Alto— 
some 25 years ago or soO— 
which forbade certain classes 
of vehicles from using Embar- 
cadero Road. 

Large oil trucks were among 
the vehicles prohibited. 

Palo Alto at that time main- 
tained in operation a diesel- 
powered electrical generating 
plant. 

So whenever the fuel-de- 
livery truck brought more oil 
to the power house, it’s own- 
er telephoned city hall and 
insisted that its driver be 
cited. 

A bill for the fine which 
eventually had to be paid was 
attached to the bill for the oil, 
and both were then forwarded 
to the city functionuary charg- 
ed with paying such things. 

The fine was a “cost of doing 
business” which was legiti- 
mately passed along. 

If unhappy enough, truckers 
might well do the same thing 
in regard to commercial estab- 
lishments. 

They can drive over “forbid- 
den” streets in either Menlo 
Park or Palo Alto, insist on be- 
ing cited for the ‘“transgres- 
sion” and pass the fine along 
to the merchant to whom they 
are delivering goods. 

Either that, or they can 
send their trucks to any des- 
tination they see fit, using 
the legal but roundabout 
routes prescribed by the mu- 
nicipal governments involv- 
ed, carefully calculating ton- 
miles and passing the cost 
along to the customer, with a 
proper notation as to the rea- 
son for the added cost. 

This ought to bring consider- 
able clamor to the ears of the 
framers of over- restrictive 
truck traffic laws. 

Of course, both of the above 
schemes require that all truck- 
ers work together, and there’s 
the competitive element which 
might modify this. 

Somebody, for instance, is 
sure to think of a scheme for 
breaking loads down to a point 
where they can be delivered by 
trucks weighing three gross 
tons or less, and somebody else 
will figure out a set of routes 
where he can stay legal, but 
put in a lower bid for a truck- 
ing job than those who are 
complaining. 

Assuming, as we must, that 
Menlo Park’s new truck ordi- 
nance is “defensive,” it’s neces- 
sary that both Menlo Park and 
Palo Alto will have to negoti- 
ate for the modification of the 
trucking laws, to assure the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number. 

Sticking to George Washing- 
ton’s dictum, the truck oper- 
ators are reasonably likely to 
be able to show that the pres- 
ent ordinances are unworkable 
when considered together.

Education Still the Big Expense in Cal

Public education gets the 
lion’s share of our California 
state and local tax dollar. This 
has been true for many years, 
and is likely to continue for the 
foreseeable future. 

More than $1.3 billion is allo- 
cated by the pending budget 
bill for operations and capital 
outlay of the public school sys- 
tem, the University, and the 
state colleges. This is 42 per 
cent of the total state budget, 
but 60 per cent of the general 
fund is absorbed by education. 

As a natural result of the 

importance of this one fune- 
tion, a great many bills re 
lating to education are intro- 
duced in every regular ses- 
sion. This one is no excep- 
tion — about 10 per cent of 
all bills put over the desk in 
both houses are concerned 
with educational matters. 

Their topics range from kin- 
dergarten to graduate study, 
from student parking fees to 
college scholarships. 

The biggest educational prob- 
lems at every session, regular 
or budget, are the total amount 
of state money which will be 
granted to local school dis- 
tricts, and the formula by 
which it will be parceled out. 

The usual controversy over 
these matters arose early in 
our deliberations this year, and 
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has been simmering on the 
back of the stove for some 
weeks. Since adjournment is 
just around the corner, the 
cooking is now being speeded 
up, and a tentative result may 
be produced before you read 
this. 

The administration budget- 
ary proposal calls for some 
$834 million to be allocated 
to schoo! districts during the 
coming y This is an in- 
crease of $78 million over 
the current year. 

Of this addition, $48 million 
would be for growth in num- 
ber of pupils, $30 million for 
sipping state aid generally. 

An important part of the 


proposal is one for a new 
school property tax, to be lev- 
ied on a county-wide basis, in- 


tended to “equalize” tax re- 
sources between rich and poor 
school d cts in the same 
eounty. This is estimated to 
raise some $25 million per 
year, on a ewide basis. 

In opposition to this pro- 
gram is that supported by ma- 
jor educational organizations 
(including teachers) and the 
State Board of Education. As 
originally introduced, the bill 
containing this program called 
for changes in the allocation 
formula *h would increase 
state aid by $100 million per 
year, and also for the new 
equalizing property tax. 

It was apparent that this pro- 
gram could throw the state 
budget out of balance, so the 
main bill was accompanied by 
others to levy a 1 per cent tax 
on groceries for education and 
to put up the cigaret eax by 2 
eents per pack. 

Recently, the main bill in 
this program was amended by 
its author to cut back some of 
the increases first proposed, 
and to delay others for a year.

Informed observers  guessti- 
mate that these changes would 
reduce the $100 million in- 
crease to about $52 million per 
syear, which still is higher than 
the administration proposal. 

As this is written, both allo- 
cation bills are due to face the 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee at the same time. 

The survivor, with whatever 
changes are adopted, will then 
have to pass the Assembly and 
go through the Senate. 

About the only thing which 
can safely be said now, is that 
the new equalizing property 
tax seems to have a good 
chance for enactment into law.

Pina Taurina Pepe Osuna de 
San Mateo is one more crest in 
the rising wave of fan clubs 
ecross the United States trying 
to educate the American popu- 
lace on the grace and beauty 
only to be fcund in bull fight- 
ng. 

Two Menlo Park residents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Sangui- 
netti, are behind the only pres- 
ent Bay Area fan club devoted 
to bull fighting.

Osuna, although standing 
just 4-11, has amazing instincts 
for a matador. He has won 
more awards south of the bor- 
der than any Spanish matador 
in history. The “San Mateo” in 
the club’s name refers to the 
county, but in bull fighting 
circles, San Mateo refers to one

before planting annuals, try 
deep soil turning. You'll often 
be amazed and always pleas- 
ed with the results. 

Deep soil turning is enough 
in itself to work wonders, but 
heavy clay soils will benefit 
further with a leavening of 
steer manure, peat moss or 
bark. Work these in well dur- 
ing the spading process for 
long lasting results. 

Annuals may be little, but 
they have big appetites, and 
step number three is to provide 
them with food. Fertilizer can 
be worked into the soil at a 
level below where the initial 
root ball will be when you take

the transplants from a nursery 
flat. 

Another method — a lazy 
man’s method, but still effec- 
tive—is to work a tablespoon- 
ful of commercial fertilizer 
into the planting hole when 
you set each individual trans- 
plant in place. Again, this 
should be far enough down so 
that the fertilizer is not in con- 
tact with the plant’s roots. 

Step number four is to in- 
sure that the transplanting 
from nursery flat to ground 
is done with a minimum of 
disturbance to the plants.

out. g ground should be 
thoroughly watered a day or 
two in advance of planting, and 
after the young plants are set 
out, they should be watered in 
immediately. Needless to say, 
plants that have been purchas- 
ed im less than flat-quantity 
should go into the ground as 
soon as you can get them home. 
If delay is inevitable, set the 
plants in the shade and keep 
them moist. 

To guard against wilting, 
shade the newly planted an- 
nuals with burlap or some 
other screening material. You 
can get by without this step, 


When the young bedders are 
in place, pinch out the top por- 
tion of each plant to encour- 
age its becoming bushier. 

Many gardeners hesitate to 
pinch out young plants on 
which buds or even blooms are 
already showing, but failure to 
do so will reduce the number 
of blooms a plant can produce 
in the long run. 

By pinching, you stimulate 
side branching and the more 
branches you have on any 
plant, the more blooms it will 
produce. So reconcile yourself 
to missing the first buds and 
remind yourself that removing

The house was built in 1902 
by Perry Eyre of San Francis- 
co for a family summer home.

Eyre allowed her home to be 
used as a local Red Cross work 
room. Bandages were rolled 
and surgical dressings folded

“You are urged to check with 
your bureau if solicited by 
strangers as any reputable com- 
pany will be registered by the 
bureau and its canvassers must 
be properly licensed by the

Before signing any contract, 
check the sales person’s cre- 
dentials, his license to solicit 
in your city and make sure-you 
receive a copy of the contract 
completely filled out. This will 


be your receipt for payment 


made. 


“If you check these details 
thoroughly you can feel sure 
that you will receive your mag- 
azines.” 

The sales pitches offered by 
the solicitors, that they are 
working for “points” or are in 
a contest may be authentic, be- 
cause most solicitation compa- 
nies do offer bonuses of this 
sort, Beasley went on to say. 

It is not usually true, how- 
ever, that the solicitor is work- 
ing for a scholarship or train- 
ing for a particualr profession. 

Misleading statements such 
as “for postage only” and the 
like are forbidden by Central 
Registery.

people trained in the Palo Alto 
area under the Manpower De- 
velopment and Training Act 
which was passed by Congress 
in 1962. It is a combined effort 
of the Department of Employ- 
ment and the Department of 
Education. 


For 16 weeks, they attend- 
ed full-time lay classes at the 
Palo Alto Secretarial School 
and had become proficient in 
typing, business math, busi- 
ness English, word study, fil- 
ing and indexing, and office 
machinery usage. 


At this time, the Palo Alto 
office of the State Department 
of Employment is now referr- 
ing them to job openings in the 
clerical field. 

The clerk-typist project was 
the result of an occupational 
survey by the State Employ- 
ment Office which verified 
that there was a critical short- 
age of clerk typists in this area. 

From this survey, the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion developed a curriculum 
which was responsive to the 
training needs of the occupa- 
tion, selected the training fa- 
cility, and trained those ap- 
plicants selected by the em- 
ployment office. 

Tuition for the course and 
books and supplies were free 
to all students. In addition, 
those who qualified as heads 
of families received a weekly 
subsistence. 

Age range for the group was 
18 to 54 years of age with the 
average age being 42.9 years. 
Most trainees had at least high 
school education and, in some 
instances, had attended college. 
But in almost all cases, prior 
educational training had not 
prepared them for vocational 
achievement. 


Participating in the gradu- 
ation exercises were Mrs. Io- 
la Sparks, who is in charge 
of all selection, referral and 
follow - up activities of the 
MDTA program at the em- 
ployment office, and Mrs. 
Nancy Hendry, instructor of 
the class. 


“We are very pleased with 
the accomplishments of our 
first group of trainees under 
this program,” said Mrs. 
Sparks. “A number of them 
have been placed in jobs and it 
is our hope that all will soon 
be fulfilling needed assign- 
ments in the community. We 
are especially pleased that so 
many of our trainees were in 
the over 40 and even over 50 
age group. These were people 
who had been experiencing em- 
ployer resistance due to lack of 
skills but we are confident that 
the training they have just re- 
ceived will overcome this.”

PG&E Line 
No Threat 
To Aircraft 


The Federal Aviation Agen- 
cy has determined this week 
that the proposed high tower 
transmission line to power the 
future linear accelerator on 
Stanford land would not be a 
hazard to air navigation. 

In a letter directed to the 
PG&E, the Agency said that 
their study disclosed “that the 
transmission line would have 
no effect upon air carrier arriv- 
al and departure procedures 
established at San Francisco 
International Airport.” 

“No other aeronautical oper- 
ations, procedures or minimum 
flight altitudes would be af- 
fected by the proposed line and 
associated towers,” it adds. 

Voters in Palo Alto last 
month upheld city council-ap- 
proved zoning for a section of 
the line, which will span a 
3200-foot strip of Palo Alto 
south of Page Mill Road. Num- 
erous protests had been lodg- 
ed by residents stating that the 
line would have a hazardous ef- 
fect upon air traffic and de- 
story the area’s natural beau- 
ty. 

Palo Alto’s Planning Direc- 
tor Louis Fourcroy is expected 
to render a decision shortly on 
PG&E’s use permit request for 
the line. Protestants will have 
another 10 days in which to ap- 
peal his recommendation to 
the planning commission.

Strep Incidence Here Lower 
Than in Other Parts of County 


Four cases of gonorrhea, 
feur cases of syphilis, six strep- 
toccocal infections, five cases 
of measles and one case each of 
hepatitis and tuberculosis were 
reported from Menlo Park dur- 
ing May, according to the coun- 
ty department of health and 
welfare. ; 

The strep outbreak could be 
related to a heavier incidence 
in mid-county cities; Redwood 
City reported 48 new cases of 
the communicable disease dur- 
ing the month, San Carlos 25 
and San Mateo, 32. 

The reported incidences of 
communicable disease came 
from the health department’s 
regular monthly statistical bul- 
letin.
